How  to  Get  to  the  Ball  Parks  (see 
reverse  side) : 

To  Wrigley  Field:  Board  a  #1,  7, 
126  or  151  bus  on  Adams  and  go 
east  7  blocks.  Get  off  bus  at  State 
St.  Take  a  northbound  (“Howard  - 
B")  subway  train  to  the  Addison 
elevated  station.  (Note:  On  week¬ 
ends  and  major  holidays  take  any 
northbound  “Howard”  train.) 

To  Comiskey  Park:  Board  a  #1,7, 
126,  151  bus  on  Adams  and  go 
east  8  blocks.  Get  off  bus  at 
Wabash  Ave.  Board  a  southbound 
“Dan  Ryan”  elevated  train  to  the 
Sox-35th  St.  station.  (Note:  If 
you’re  on  a  route  #151  bus,  get  off 
at  State  St.  and  walk  one  block  far¬ 
ther  east  on  Adams  to  Wabash 
Ave.) 

To  Return  to  Union  Station:  Both 
from  the  State  St.  subway  (train 
from  Addison  Sta.)  and  the  Loop 
elevated  (train  from  Sox-35th  St. 
Sta.):  Take  a  westbound  bus 
(Route  #1  or  151)  from  anywhere 
on  Jackson  Blvd.  (one  block  south 
of  Adams). 

Buses  and  trains  operate  every  2  to 
10  minutes,  depending  on  time  of 
day.
